ered the consecrating sermon, from Habakkuk 2, 20: ‘* But 
the Lord is in his holy temple: Let the earth keep silence 
before him.” At the same time, in consequence of the 
overflowing crowd, the Rev. 8. K. Hoshour preached ina 
beautiful grove, a little distance from the church, im the 


English Language, on ist Thess. 5. 17. The Rev. John 


Reck immediately succeeded the Rev. President, and de- 
liveréd a discourse in the English Language, preliminary to 
the Lord's Supper, from Coll. 1. 19. 

After this, the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was ad- 
ministered to a large and respectable number of communi- 


cants. The gracious presence of the Divine Redeemer was 


energetically felt, and the greatest loye and harmony pre- 
vailed among the Brethren. 


In the afternoon, the Rev. Daniel J. Hower preached in 


the English Language, from Matt. 17. 5. 

Monday, the 8th, at 9 o’clock, the session was opened 
with singing aod prayer, by the former President.
